Use of the vaccine, will be 
restricted to persons under 19 years 
arid to pregnant women. 

Murphy made two charges (1) 
that the vaccine was valueless and 
that the makers were trying to re- 
gain their investment by its sale, 
and (2) that general purchase of 
the vaccine for the public approach- 
es socialized medicine.

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Local Initiative and Local Needs 

If anyone still believes— In the face of overwhelm- 
ing evidence to tihe contrary — that we need to put the 
federal government ever deeper Into the electric 
power business in order to meet the nation's growing 
power needs, he should take a look at Northwest 
Washington. 

About a year ago the Puget Sound Utilities Coun- 
cil was formed, made up of a business-managed pri- 
vate utility company and several municipal systems 
and public utility districts. Recently it issued a blue- 
print for future power development. According to 
this, some $670,000,000 will be spent over an eight-year 
period, and the electrical energy output of the Coun- 
cil's members will be more than doubled. 

This will all be local money— not federal money. 
The Council's program proves — whether one is for or 
against either private power or public power— that 
local enterprises, local communities, and local people 
can accomplish the biggest jobs. 

From a purely practical point of view, the Council 
is on the solidest possible ground. Congress has 
grown more and more chary of appropriating the 
money that belongs to all the people to pay for and 
subsidize socialized regional power projects. And that 
is why the possibility of power shortages is greatest in 
those regions where a federal monopoly or near- 
monopoly exists. 

Finally, this is in the American tradition. Let 
local initiative meet local needs.

Korea Learns a Lesson 

It seems to be a hard and fast rule, applicable 
the world- around, that government-in-business 
means waste and inefficiency. 

Finance Minister Yi Chung Chae of Korea recently 
said: "We have reached the conclusion the efficiency 
of government-controlled enterprise is far below that 
of private enterprise." In view of this, he added, 
"The government gradually will sell its holdings to 
private business." 

In our own country, the exhaustive Hoover Com- 
mission reports have shown that government-owned 
businesses, for the most part, are not only enormous- 
ly wasteful of the tax-payer's money, but aren't need- 
ed. Korea's new policy could be followed profitably 
here. 

Facts About Right-to-Work 

One of the charges made by opponents of the 
right-to-work laws which forbid compulsory union 
membership as a condition of employment, is that 
these laws are sure to force down wages and under- 
mine business conditions and living standards gen- 
erally.

Income, retail sales, population growth, and other bar- 
ometers of economic well-being.

Normal temperatures' are comput- 
ed on the basis of the average tem- 
peratures for 30 years from Sept. 1 
until May 31. The number of de- 
grees under, a temperature where 
heat Is commenced to be needed la 
recorded and added by the fuel 
dealers. From this they can gauge 
the need and consumption of fuel.
